PORTUGUESE TIMOR - 

PORTUGUESE PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE GALVAO TELES 

TOLD AMBASSADOR BENNETT PORTUGAL WOULD LIKE TO SEE THE SECURITY 

COUNCIL ADOPT A RESOLUTION SIMILAR TO THAT APPROVED BY 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. GALVAO TELES, WHO ARRIVED ON THE UN 

SCENE RECENTLY AND ASKED FOR U.S. ASSISTANCE ON THE TIMOR 

QUESTION, DID NOT SEEM TO HAVE MUCH IDEA OF HOW TO MOVE 

THINGS TOWARD SUCH A RESOLUTION. BENNETT TOLD HIM THE U.S. 

WOULD BE INVOLVED IN FUTURE CONSULTATIONS WITH RESPECT 
TO WORKING OUT A RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD MEET THE VARIOUS 
INTERESTS INVOLVED. THE PORTUGUESE REPRESENTATIVE ALSO 
STRESSED THE PROBLEM FOR LISBON OF THE 23 PORTUGUESE SOLDIERS 
TAKEN RISONER IN TIMOR AND ASKED THAT THE U.S. DO WHAT IT 
COULD TO OBTAIN THEIR RELEASE. 

THE JAPANESE SAID THAT THEY HAD NO REACTION FROM THE 
MAURITANIAN AND IRAQI MISSIONS REGARDING SPONSORSHIP OF THE 
JAPANESE DRAET UN SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION ON PORTUGUESE 
TIMOR, AND THEY WERE NOT PREPARED TO GO IT ALONE. IN THE LIGHT OF 
PLENARY VOTING ON THE PORTUGUESE TIMOR RESOLUTION, A 
STIFELY WORDED DRAFT (SUCH AS CHINA IS REPORTEDLY DRAWING UP) 

MAY FACE DIFFICULTY IN MUSTERING VOTES IN THE COUNCIL. 
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SPANISH SAHARA - 

THE VOTE IN COMMITTEE 4 ON THE SPANISH SAHARA RESOLUTIONS 
SHOWED THE DEEPEST DIVISION AMONG AERICAN COUNTRIES THAT THE 
UNITED STATES DELEGATION CAN RECALL. ON THE VOTE TO REVERSE 
PRIORITY, 46 MEMBERS OF THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY 
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WERE SPLIT DOWN THE MIDDLE, WITH 25 SUPPORTING REVERSAL 
AND THE REMAINDER VOTING AGAINST, ABSTAINING OR ABSENT.

SENEGALESE RESOLUTION AS A WHOLE, THE AFRICANS WERE 
SPLIT ALSO (I I FOR AND 22 AGAINST). (CONFIDENTIAL -

COMMITTEE OF 24 CHAIRMANSHIP - 

TANZANIANS CONFIRMED THAT NEXT YEAR THEY ARE YIELDING CHAIRMAN-

REPRESENTATIVE SALIM. U.S. DELEGATION ALSO HEARD THAT INDONESIAN
